The ex tensive injury and destruction 
of trees of all kinds during the winter 
season has brought many inq uiries to 
tlie United States Department of Agri­ 
culture regarding the proper methods 
to be followed in repairing the damage 
done. 
The following suggestions are 
made by the department: 
The first thing that should he done 
Is 
to 
remove 
such 
large 
broken 
branches us are now, or may become, 
a menace to Ilf** and property ; this is 
usually best done by cutting at the 
point where broken. 
Attention should 
then be given to Injuries on the main 
trunk. 
If limbs have been split, or 
partially split, from the main trunk, 
all splintered wood about the wound 
should be removed with a sharp gouge 
and mallet, if not so situated that 
it can he sawed off. 
The scar should 
he smoothed in the manner indicated 
in Farmers’ Bulletin 1178, Tree Surg­ 
ery , and treated as an open cavity , 
or as a large surface wound, as the 
case may necessitate. 
Repair Larger Branches. 
Attention should nex t he given to 
r e pa i r i ng 
the injuries on the larger 
branches In a similar maimer, an 1 
last of all to the smaller branches. 
Sometimes when a 
limb is broken 
a.vay the tree is so weakened at the 
point of breakage that it may again 
break in a severe wind, and to ohvi- 
jate this the top must he pruned hack 
t more or less severely . 
In case of 
| split 
crotches, the advice given in 
j Farmers' Bulletin 1178 should be fol­ 
lowed regarding the general treatment, 
[including bolting through and above 
[the crack. 
In cases of estates where a great 
amount of injury has occurred, and 
onb 
a comparatively small force is 
available for repairing fhe damage i 
the t rial cutting of long stubs can be 
conveniently 
left 
for 
a 
time, 
bur 
wounds or breaks on the main trunk, 
or close tc it, should he attended to 
promptly , in any case before warm j 
weather arrives. 
Leave Cavities Open. 
If is not necessary to fill cavities 
Tt is better in most cases to leave them 
open.

I climbing spurs be used on a tree. Spur

getfulness to whoever drank of them? 
And when they describe something as 
being in a state of “chaos” do they 
ever think that they are naming the 
first of all the old heathen gods— 
Chaos—who ruled over confusion be­ 
fore any other gods ex isted? 
’ “Under his aegis” is another phrase 
often used. 
“Aegis” was the name of 
the shield of the goddess of wisdom, 
Minerva, and is used to indicate what 
the shield afforded—protection.

Undesirable Flavors or 
Odors May Be Prevented 
Silage odors are absorbed largely 
through the body of the cow rather 
than from the air, according to tes:;< 
made by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
However, these odors 
may be practically or entirely remove ! 
by the aeration of fhe milk while it is 
still warm. 
Bather heavy feeds of 
silage may he given to cows one hour 
after milking without any undesirable 
flavors or odors passing into the milk 
When green alfalfa 
as fed In relativo- 
v 
large q uantities one hour before 
milking marked flavors and odors were 
noticed In the milk, but when as much 
as 30 pounds per cow was fed after 
milking there was no effect on the 
Ilk from the nex t milking. 


Potatoes Taste Sweet 
The reason for potatoes becoming 
sweet and disagreeable to the taste is 
that they have been stored at too lev 
i temperature. 
Below -in degrees the 
^arch in the potato is converted into 
sugar, according to John Bushnell, of 
he Ohio ex periment station.

his occurs it Is only necessary to store 
hem for a few day s at an ordlnarv 
mrn temperature to bring them back 
normal.

Tho extensive Injury rind destruction 
of trees of all kinds during the winter 
season has brought many Inquiries to 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture regarding the proper methods 
to be followed in repairing the damage 
done. 
The following suggestions are 
made by the dep artm en t: 
The first tiling thut should be done 
is 
to 
remove 
such 
large 
broken 
branches as are now, or may become, 
a menace to life and property; this is 
usually best done by cutting at the 
point where broken. 
Attention should 
then be given to injuries on the main 
trunk. 
If limbs have been spilt, or 
partially spilt, from the main trunk, 
all splintered wood about the wound 
should be removed with a sharp gomo* 
and mallet, ii not so situated that 
it can he sawed off. 
Tile scar should 
he smoothed in the m anner Indicated 
in Farm ers' Bulletin 1178, Tree Surg­ 
ery, and treated as an open cavity, 
or as u large surface wound, as tin* 
case may necessitate. 
Repair Larger Branches. 
Attention should next be given to 
repairing the Injuries on the larger 
branches in a similar manner, an I 
last of all to the smaller branches. 
Sometimes 
when 
a 
limb Is broken 
away the tree is so weakened at tho 
point of breakage that It may again 
break in a severe wind, and to obvi­ 
ate this the top must be pruned hack 
more or less severely. 
In case of 
spilt 
crotches, the advice given in 
Farm ers’ Bulletin 1178 should bo fol­ 
lowed regarding the general treatment, 
Including bolting through and above 
the crack. 
In oases of estates where a great 
amount of Injury has occurred, and 
only a comparatively small force is 
available for repairing flip damnit 
fin* t rial cutting of long stubs can be

for
